CiNOiNNATi, April 28.—The reports of 
the inreBtigating committee in the Ham- 
ilton county 
senatorial contests have 
been completed, and an agreement en- 
tered into by the party sections of the 
committee that they shall be submitted 
to the eenate to-morrow. 
They will be 
printed and come up for final action next 
week. 
The confidence of the members 
of the committee has been abused, and 
the leading points of the reports have 
fldready leaked out. The republican 
members review the frauds of Hamil- 
t o& 
conxity 
in 
general 
and 
«onoentrate 
on 
specific 
fraud 
otaims on the votes in the Fourth ward, 
precinct A.; Sixth ward. D. and G, and 
Eighth ward F. 
These give democrats 
1,858 and republicans 179 votes. The 
report shows b j accumulation of evi 
dence that the returns from these pre- 
cincts were so permeated by fraud as to 
be wholly worthless, and recommends 
that under the first proposition of the 
a^eement of the committee, which pro- 
vided that the committee should throw 
out the whole vote in precincts where 
there was evident fraud by ofScers of 
election, the entire vote of these four 
precincts be thrown out, thus cutting 
the known vote of the democratic candi- 
dates 1,858 and the republican candidates 
179, and electing all the republican sen- 
atorial candidates. 


The report of the democratic meinbera 
claims that there were both republican 
and democratic frauds and states that 
under the second proposition adopted, 
providing that in the precincts where 
frauds were committed by others than 
the officers of election, the committee 
shoidd ascertain the extent of such 
frauds eliminate them, and that the 
fraudulent votes in the four precincts, 
including the notorious precinct, "A," 
Fourth ward, and in the nine republican 
precincts should be thrown out. 
This 
would give a majority of about 1,000 for 
the democratic sitting members. The 
reports a^ee in some respects as to pre- 
cincts which shall be thrown out under 
the rule.

"WASHINGTON, April 26.—"What do you 
make it?" 
"Just about $160,000,000!" 
We were sitting together in the cozy 
library of one of the senatorial millionaires, 
talking of Mr. Hearst, the new man from 
California, and the rich senator was figuring 
up on paper the aggregate wealth of the 
United States senate and putting down on 
paper the character of their mvestments. 
He had taken only the men accounted rich 
and the footing up had reached this enor- 
mous sum. The late Senator Miller was 
very wealthy, but Hearst is likewise a mil- 
lionaire, and his income is said to be between 
$1,000 and $3,000 a day. He ought to be 
worth, at least, $2,000,000 to have such an 
income. 


The following is the estimate of my sena- 
torial friend, whose name, for obvious rea- 
sons, I do not give:

I don't suppose so many rich men have ever 
been collected together in one body, and 
when you consider that there are a dozen 
men in the house whose aggregate wealth 
amounts to over §40,000,000 j'^ou will see that 
this congress is the richest ever brought to- 
gether in any cotmtry. 
Think of the enor- 
mous income of these men, and as you do so 
remember that the millionaire can turn his 
money so that it often brings him much 
more than 6 per cent. But even at 6 per 
cent, these men have greater incomes than 
many kings. 
Leland Stanford's 
property 
must bring him in nearly $5,000,000 a year, 
and this would amount to $86,000 a week, or 
more than $12,000 a day. Every hour that 
Stanford sleeps his pile grows bigger by 
$500, and he could pay out $10 every minute 
and still have enough to live upon from tho 
remainder of his income. 


Fair's income, if he is not estimated too 
high, as I think he is, is more than he can 
spend, and Philetus ^wyer, at 6 per cent., 
has an income of $340,000 a year. Joa 
Brown's iiicoixiB must amount to at least 
$5,000 a week, and that of Payne and Don 
Cameron to more than $300,000 a year. Ma- 
hone, Van Wyck, Beck, Hale, Sherman, 
Teller and Bonen, at this rate, have $60,000 
to spend outside of their senatorial salaries, 
and Miller, of New York, with his fortune 
in wood pull), can spend $3,000 a week and 
have pocket money to spare. 


In the lower house, Scott, of Pennsylvania, 
is put down at $13,000,000, and Felton, of 
California, at $15,000,000. 
Put both of these 
millionaires upon the scales, and they will 
not weigh 270 pounds. 
StiU, they are worth 
$27,000,000, or $100,000 to every pound of 
their human anatomy. 


I sat in the press gallery yesterday and 
thought of the changes in the conditions of 
these rich men. I knew their lives well, and 
my memory went back to the days of their 
poverty. 
Joe Brown was the poorest of poor 
boys. He used to plow his neighbors' gar- 
dens for a pittance, and his sole possession 
when he migrated to Georgia was the bull, 
with a bell upon his neck, which carried him 
thither. At last he came to a stream which 
he had to cross by ferry, and he had no 
money to pay the fee. 
He gave the bell to 
the ferryman to take him across. Bob 
Toombs, who hated Brown, used to say that 
he wished the ferryboat had coUapsed and 
drowned Brown and the bell and the bulL 


Heni'y B. Payne's father owned a brick 
yard, and those long thin hands, which by a 
stroke of the j)en can now make a piece of 
blank paper worth $1,000,000, helped them 
to load brick, and oft carried the clay 
to the molder. 
Stanford, the Croesus of to- 
day, followed the plow as a boy, and thirty- 
four years ago, when he had just begun the 
practice of law in Wisconsin, a fire burned 
him out and drove him to the west and to for- 
tune. 
Twenty-five years ago, Tom Palmer, 
who now owns a home here worth $100,000, 
had failed in business, and was woi-th less than 
nothing. 
He married a business 
man's 
daughter, and his brains allied to capital 
ground pine lumber into gold. 
Plumb, of 
Kansas, worth now JIO and more for every 
black hair in this thickly thatched head, was 
thirty years ago a poor printer, sticking type 
in an Ohio village, and shortly after this 
Warner Miller, whose Fortunatus cap is made 
of wood pulp, was teaching school at a little 
academy in New York stata 


When Philetus Sawyer, who now owns 
land by the tens of thousands of acres, and 
whose lumber goes all over the world, was 31 
years of age, his total savings were $3,190. 
At 18 he l ^ g h t his time of his father and 
paid him $300 for' it. For twelve years M 
•kimped and st^Ydd, ana U m 
to Win- 


consin, and with this small capital made 
himself a millionaire. 
He told me the other 
day that each dollar of his fortune had mul- 
tiplied itself over 1,000 times, and I doubt not 
this is more than true. 


John Sherman began life as a surveyor, 
and when he was married as a young lawyei- 
in Mansfield, O., he determined to save and 
invest $500 a year. 
This prmciple carried 
out has made him ï'ich, and the house he 
lives in here is worth, I doubt not, as much 
as he in early years ever expected to amass. 
Beck is now worth $1,000,000, but he came 
from Scotland to Kentucky poor, and Scotch 
economy allied to investment has given him 
a fortune. He married, too, a grandniece 
of George Washington, and some coal lands 
which he had from the Washington estate 
brought a nice plum into the family. 


Both Jones and Fair were poor men for 
years, and they dug in the mines with their 
own hands. 
Jones made a big fortune, and 
was worth, it is said, $5,000,000 when he 
came to the senate. He lost this aU by 
speculation, but within the last year he has 
struck it rich in the Alaska mines, and it is 
said that his interests here alone will • yield 
him more than $300,000 a year. 
Senator 
Sabine, of Minnesota, was worth, I think, 
only $13,000 when he came to that state. He 
was worth several millions shortly before his 
failure, but I am told he is now out of the 
woods and is doing weU. 


It is much the same with the men of the 
house. 
George West, the millionaire paper 
oag man, of New York, was a poor boy, 
\vorking in a paper mill. 
Scott, of Pennsyl- 
vania, the railroad millionaire, was a page 
in congress, and Abe Hewitt, who received 
several millions through the death of his 
father-in-law, is said to have been tutor to 
Peter Cooper's daughter before he married 
her. 
Periy Belmont's fortune comes from 
the Rothschild's, or from his father's business 
connections with them, and Tom Bayne, 
who is a millionaire from Pittsburg, gets a 
g^eat deal through marrying the daughter 
of one of the firms which manufactures a 
noted stomach bitters. 
Charley Felton went 
to California worth nothing, and he left the 
practice of law to become wealthy by mining 
speculations. 


And so I might go on for an hour and more, 
speaking about these millionaires and talking 
of their money. It is too much, however, 
like the pleasure of the small boy who stands 
on the outside with his nose flattened against 
the show window of a candy store. 
It is all 
look and no eat. The money maker can, 
however, hope for the future as he notes the 
differences of the conditions of these men— 
once so poor, but now so very rich. The poor 
man, too, can have the satisfaction, if satis- 
faction it be, to know that many of these rich 
men are poor in happiness. 
The great things 
of life are not to be bought, and death makes 
all men equal in wealth. 
In each of these 
millionaires' closets there are skeletons which 
bend over their money bags, and some of 
which grasp the heart strings of their Crœsus- 
like owners in their bony 
fingers. 
These 
closets I do not care to open. 


Senator Joe MacDonald has been spending 
a great deal of time at the capital lately, 
and I understand that he has opened a law 
office here, while still retaining his residence 
in Indiana. 
1 wonder at times as to whether 
this may not be a blind to conceal his as- 
pirations for 1888. Now that Hendricks is 
out of the way he will be Indiana's candi- 
date, and he is a very popular man, with 
a great deal of what is called presidential 
availability. 
Talented and good natured, he 
comes from Indiana, a doubtful state, and 
has a large support all over the country. He 
is a great big man with a big, round, fat 
head, bright blue eyes, and only a fringe of 
gray whiskers which grow around his Adam's 
apple, and which he keeps closely shaved to 
about an inch above his collar. 
He began 
life as a saddler, and now makes about $50,000 
a year at the law. 
He dresses like a farmer, 
and looks a good deal like a country squire 
who is the head of the church and is looked 
up to by his neighbors. 


Caine, the Mormon member, is down on 
the government for the way they 
have 
treated Cannon. 
He says they made him 
give $45,000 bail when any other man would 
have gotten off with a few hundred. He 
says Cannon did not try to run away as was 
stated, some time ago, but that he fell and 
broke his nose while he was being taken, and 
that this so dazed his mind that he did not 
know what he was doing. 


The president continues to grow fatter. 
His right arm has considerably increased in 
size, and it is no wonder, as he has had to 
exercise it 340,000 times more than the left 
since he has been in office. I have figured 
on this and I know whereof I speak. The 
president shakes hands on an average with 
200 people daily, and each shake requires 
three different motions. 
First he pushes hia 
hand out, then he squeezes that of the visitor, 
and lastly pulls his hand back. 
He has 
shaken hands with 80,000 people at least since 
he has been in office, and three timss this 
amount will give you the above result. 


Secretary Manning is better, but he will 
hardly enter the treasury again, though it is 
hoped at the White House that he will con- 
sent to do so. 
An intimate friend of his said 
to me to-night: "Manning will not go back to 
the treasiu'y. 
He has sucked • that orange 
dry, and has gotten all of the fame and ex- 
perience he can get out of it. 
He will go 
back to Albany and business. " 


FKANK GEORGE. 


A PHiLADELPHi.i paper aays that the 
churches of that city pay less for music 
than do any others in the principal 
cities of the United States. It is esti- 
mated that nearly $200,000 is expended 
annually upon the choirs of the (562 
churches of Philadelphia, which would 
show a cost for each choir of about 
$300 a year. 
The paper asserts, how- 
ever, that the majority of the choirs do 
not cost even that amount, and that the 
esses are very rare where organists are 
paid $1,000 or over, and solo singers 
more than $500 or $300. 


A CHICAGO Judge was surprised ana 
chagrined, t h e other day, at being 
shown his own signature, and that of 
the prosecuting attorney, to a petition 
asking the appointment to a Federal of- 
fice of a man then on trial for receiving 
stolen goods.

into insignificance. 
I fully recognize 
the importance of my speaking the truth, 
the whole truth and nothing but the 
truth. J shall not rush into an untried 
eternity with a falsehood on my lips. 
i 
now here freely, fully and unqualifiedly 
declare as my ante-mortem statement, 
kn owing that I have bnt a very few hours 
to live, that for the inception, execution, 
and 
concealment 
of the 
murder 
of 
Sarah 
Graham on the Molloy 
farm on the morning of October 1, 1885, 
I, George E. Graham, am wholly, en- 
tirely and solely responsible, and I 
further declare that neither Emma Mol- 
loy nor Cora E. Graham, alias Cora E. 
Lee, had any knowledge whatever that 
such a deed was ever contemplated or 
exeonted; and I further declare that 
neither Emma Molloy nor Cora E. Gra- 
ham, alias Cora E. Lee, or either of 
them, had the most remote idea that the 
body of Sarah Graham was concealed 
upon 
the Molloy 
farm 
or any 
part 
thereof 
prior to the 25th day 
of February, 1886. I further state that 
Emma Molloy and Cora E. Graham, 
alias Cora E. Lee, are legally, morally 
and absolutely innocent of any and of all 
connection with the murder of Sarah 
Graham, either before or at the time or 
afterwards, and that I, George E. Gra- 
ham, am legally, morally and in fact the 
only guilty person connected with the 
murder of Sarah Graham. 
This is the 
last time I shall ever set pen to paper, 
and may Almighty God in a future 
world judge me for the truth of the 
matter herein set forth.

On Graham's cell table were found a 
long letter to Cora Ziee, a touching un- 
finished 
letter to his little boys, Charley 
and Boy, and a significant poem. T h e 
lettez^o Cora is addressed "My Darling 
"Wife," and throughout breathes the in. 
tense love which he seems to have had 
for this woman. 


HIBING AN ATTOBNEY. 


ST. LOUIS, April 28.—Ex-Gov. Charles 
P. Johnson, one or the leading lawyers 
of the west, received a couple of letters 
from George Graham which are charac- 
teristic of the man. In the first, dated 
April 4, Graham selected Mr. Johnson 
to act as his counsel. 


Mr. Johnson answered this letter on 
April 7, putting his fee at $250. A 
week later Governor Johnson received 
the following, dated April 12:

A Brief Sketch of Theodore Stanton and 
His Work. 


fSpecial Corregpondence.! 


NEW YORK, April 26.—Theodore Stanton's 
newspaper letters have made his name known 
to many readers, and his books are read 
abroad as well as at homa 
He is the fourth 
son of Henry B. and Elizabeth Cady Stanton, 
and cousin to Frank Wilkeson, the writer, 
whose mother is Mrs. Stanton's sister. He 
was born at Seneca Falls, this state, in 1851. 
He inherited a taste for letters, and, to nae 
his own words, "contributed bad prose and 
worse rhyme to the newspapers while still in 
his teens." He took his bachelor's de^ee in 
arts at Cornell university in 1876, and re- 
mained the following year in Ithaca pur- 
suing past graduate studies, receiving the 
master's degree at the commencement of 
1877. He visited Europe in 1874, and at- 
tended lectures at the Sorbonne and the Col- 
lege of France. In 1879 he brought out, in 
collaboration with a French author, a "Life 
of Thiers," published by the Putnams, and la 
1884 the same pub- 
lishers issued "The 
Woman 
Question 
in Europe," a series 
of papers by dis- 
tinguished women 
c o n c e r n i n g the 
status of women in 
the Old World. Mr. 
Stanton translated 
and e d i t e d 
t h i s 
book, and added to 
it considerable mat- 
ter of his own. It is one of the most valuable 
works on this interesting question ever pub- 
lished. 
It is now being 
translated into 
French. 


Mr. Stanton, like many another American, 
fovmd Europe too interesting to leave, only 
for short visits to this country. 
He has 
crossed the ocean seven 
times, and has 
traveled much in England, France, Germany 
and Italy. 
His newspaper 
letters were 
written from Berlin in 1880. He married a 
French lady and has lived in Paris five 
years, spending part of every summer in 
the Black mountains within view of the 
Pyrenees. 


His name appears in The Nouvelle Revue 
and The Westminster occasionally as a con- 
tributor, and many papers know him on this 
side. 
He is now collecting materials for a 
book to be entitled "The Radicals of Paris," 
which will contain pen picttu-es of the lead- 
ing reformers of the French capital and an 
exposition of their doctrines. 
In addition to 
his fine intellectual acquirements Mr. Stan- 
ton has the accomplishment of music. He 
sings well, and plays his own accompani- 
ments. 
He is a handsome man, with an ex- 
quisite pure white and pink complexion that 
a village belle might envy, and splendid 
teeth. 
He has big blue eyes and light brown 
hair, now turning white, a family peculiarity 
for several generations, attributable, it is said, 
to a preponderance of lime in the system. 
However, it makes up for whitening the hair 
early by building splendid and almost inde- 
structible teeth. 
He is a good speaker and 
brilliant talker. 
He is six feet tall, has a 
good figure, without a pound of superfluous 
flesh, is quick and' agile in his movements, 
and can walk like an Englishman and danoe 
like a diplomat, and withal, a thorough 
society man. 
He has given his eldest daugh- 
ter his distinguished mother's name, so that 
in the future another Elizabeth Cady Stanton 
may help to enlighten the world. 


I have Mr. Stanton's mother as authority 
for the statement that he has a sunny dis- 
position, is genial, happy, and kind and gen- 
erous to a fault. 
To be candid, however, I 
must admit that she says he was a trouble- 
some child on account of his excessive obsti- 
nacy, a quality that careful training devel- 
oped into intelligent firmness in his maturi^ 
—a great virtue in manhood, surely.

The egi^M a r e 
laid in a peculiar mass, 
as shown a t fig. 1, and 
had they been allowed t o 
hatch, there would have 
emerged 
from 
fchera, 
small insects, 
develop- 
ing i n t o the remarkable 
species known a s "Rear- 
H o r s e , " " Cauiel-Crick- 
et," o r "Devil's 
Riding- 
Horses." 
Besides these 
n a m e s is the one given 
by 
Linnaeus 
centuries 
ago. Mantis 
Carolina. 
Prof. Riley h a s written 
concerning 
the habits 
of this species in his first 
Missouri report, a n d a s 
the 
writer h a s never 
seen t h e insect alive, we 
quote his description: 
This peculiar a n d pre- 
d a t o r y 
insect is very 
fortunately quite com- 
mon in t h e central a n d 
southern p a r t s of Mis- 
souri, 
as well as in 
m o s t of the Southern 
States. 
Its food 
consists mainly 
of 
flies, 
t h o u g h 
it is 
a 
m o s t 
voracious 
cannibal, 
a n d 
will devour its own kind, a s 
well a s 
a n y other living insect t h a t comes within 
its^grasp 
I have known it t o attack va- 
rious kinds of butter- 
flies, including the mole 
bag-worm, 
grasshop- 
pers and caterpillars of 
various 
kinds, and in 
one 
instanc«i a 
single 
female devoured eleven 
living Colorado p o t a t o 
beetles during one night, 
leaving only the wing 
case» and p a r t s t>t tho 
lej^s. 
It disilains all 
dead food, and 
never 
makes chase for f.ho liv- 
ing, l»iit warily, p i l ient- 
ly a n d ni<)ti<jnles». it 
watches until its victim 
is within 
roach of its 
fore-arm, 
a n d 
t h e n 
clutches it with a sud- 
den, rapid motion. 
Its 
appearance 
is formid- 
able, and its attiliule, 
while watitilng for its 
prey, quite 
inenai-ing, 
and on this account, it 
is 
held 
in very 
gfui- 
e r a l 
a n d 
supersti- 
tions dread. 
I t is. how- 
ever. Ill terly incapable of h a r m i n g a n j one; 
and, a s one of our best friends, should be 
cheriHhed a n d protected 
wherever it 1» 
found.—Prairie 
Furrnrr.

Its Appe»r»iice and faow It May B e De- 
stroyed—It« Nataral Enemies. 


A subscriber wishes t o know bow t h e 
cabbage worm originates, and whether it 
affects young cabbages before they begin t o 
head. 
If he will watch in his garden after 
the cabbages are p a r t l y grown, and t h e 
c o m m o n white butterflies, represented in t h e 
first cut, have made their appearance, he 
will see one o f t h e l a t t e r occasionally alight 
for a m o m e n t on a cabbage, a n d leave a 
small white egg sticking t o t h e leaf. 
F r o m 
tliis egg there soon hatches a small green- 
ish worm o r caterpillar, that begins e a t i n g

the leaf on which it w a s born, and rapidly 
increases in size until in a few wei ks it is 
easily recognized a s t h e " C a b b a g e W o r m . " 
Hence it will be seen t h a t it does affect t h e 
y o u n g cabba ges, t h o u g h its injuries are leea 
a p p a r e n t then t h a n when the plants a r e 
older, 
because being small, its 
destruc- 
tive powers 
a r e n o t fully 
developed. 


It seems probable that before very long 
the number of the imported cabbage worm 
(Pieris rapse), of which we have been speak- 
ing, will be so diminished by its various 
enemies that it will cause 
little 
trouble. 
Besides numerous insect enemies that de- 
stroy great numbers of these caterpillars, 
there has appeared with- 
in a few years a remark- 
ably destructive disea.se 
caused by those minute 
organisms 
called bac- 
teria. 
We believe that 
this d i s e a s e first ap- 
peared in Central Illinois, 
where it has been care- 
fully studied by Prof. S. 
A. Forbes, but it has 
since been reported from 
Michigan, 
Iowa, 
New 
York and other States. 
Wherever appearing, it 
has 
almost 
extermin- 
ated the worms. The

killed by applying Pyrethrum or Persian 
powder, either in water solution or as a 
dry powder.

Wiley drove street car 
after going out of the saloon business 
and at the time of bis death was selling 
patent clothes hook for Frank Falker. 
He was the second mnn in that business 
killed within a week, the stranger who 
was run over at the Muncie crossing hav 
ing been similarly engaged. 


Mr. Wiley was an Odd Fellow and 
Mason, and a member of the Bni Brith 
aud A. O. U. W. 
His life was insured 
in the different societies named for a sum 
aggregating $12,000, 
He leaves a wife 
and eight children. 
His funeral occurs 
at 10 o'clock to-morrow under masonic 
auspices.

Louis and New Orleans packet, and 
left the latter port on her fatal trip April 
21, 1865. While at Vicksburg she took 
on board about 2,000 federal tidier» 
¡ust released from rebel prisons in Ala- 
bama and Georgia. 
Her passengers and 
crew numbered some 200, making a total 
of 2,200 people on the boat. 
At 3 
o'clock on the morning of April 27, she 
had reached a point some seven miles 
above Memphis; Tenn., when one of her 
boilers exploded. She immediately took 
fire, and in about twenty minutes she 
was burned to the water's edge. 
This 
was one of the most terrible steamboat 
accidents ever known, about 1,500 peo- 
ple perishing, leaving only a mere hand- 
ful of people who miraculously escaped 
to tell the terrible tale.

THE KNIGHTS TEMPLARS. 


The Opening Session of the An- 


nual Conclave—Grand Com- 


mander's Address. 


The thirty-sixth annual conclave of

THE SULTANA STJBV1VOKS. 


Interesting Meeting of Old Com- 


rades in a Direful Dis- 


aster. 


LOUI'B Sohirmeyer nnd G. H. Freder- 


icks attended a meeting of tbe survivors 
of4 the Sultana, at Toledo, yesterday. 
The story of their miraculous escape is 
thus told: 


The ill-fated steamerSultana waa built 


in Cincinnati in January, 1863, and reg- 
istered as 719 tone, with a carrying ca- 
pacity of 1,309 tons 
She was a regular 


St. Louis and New Orleans packet, and 
left tho latter port on her fatal trip April 
21, 1865. "While at Vicksburg she took 
on board about 2,000 federal^soldiew 
just relonsed from rebel prisons in Ala- 
bama and Georgia. Her passengers and; 
crow numbered sonao 200, making a total' 
of 2,200 people on the boat. 
At 3 "• 


o'clock on the morning of April 27, she • 
had reached a point some seven miles - 
above Memphis; Tenn., when one of her " 
boilers exploded. She immediately took 
fire, and in about twenty minntes she 
was burned to the water's edge. This 
was one of the moat terrible steamboat 
accidents ever known, about 1,500 peo- 
plo perishing, leaving only a mere hand- 
ful of people who miraculously escaped 
to tell the terrible tale.
